legislation to finance the 1500,000,- 
000 farm program.

as to whether the administration's 
tax recommendations might embrace 
any schedules beyond those needed 
to finance the new farm program 
for which President Roosevelt has 
said $500,000,000 would be needed 


Into 
all speculation,

there entered the Chief Executive's 
•warning that new taxes would be 
required for 
appropriations 
which 


are not covered In the budget esti- 
mates. 


This raised th« question of wheth- 


er a forthcoming tax measure would 
include provision for levies to cover 
at least a portion of the more than 
M2,000,000,000 which must be paid 
out for the soldiers' bonus, ordered 
by Congress over the President's ve- 
to. 


The President In his veto yester- 


day of the bill to provide $50 000- 
000 for seed loans objected that the 
measure had been- approved In Con- 
gress "without making provision for 
any revenue to cover such loans "

John was given a pair of pet rab- 


bit* on the condition that be would 
b* responsible for their care and 
feeding. The first week or so h* was 
very faithful la his duties, but rab- 
bits ar* insatiable beasts, and after 
the first enthusiasm of owning them 
wor* off. John grew tired of forag- 
ing for them and frequently let 
them go hungry. 


His parents refused to interfere, 


and when John came itf.one day In 
tears to announce the death of his 
pets, were glad of the chance to 
read him a lesson on cruelty to ani- 
mals. It did not-occur to them that 
they too were guilty of cruelty, and 
had sacrificed tbe rabbits and al- 
lowed them to suffer quit* as much 
as had the owner of the pets. 


It is the duty of parents to see to 


It that In teaching their children to 
car* tor animals they do not in- 
directly cause suffering. It Is not hu- 
mane to turn one's back and put 
th* whole burden of responsibility 
on th* child. Nor Is it Just to the 
child, who has had too little experi- 
ence to appreciate tha need of sys 
tematlc routine. 


Som* children accustom them- 
selves readily to tba care of pets, 
others never do. If th* parents an 
not trilling to overse* the child and 
be at least'In part responsible for 
the animal's well-being, they should 
flud another nome for It. or else pat 
it out or its misery quickly 


Tb* child Is more apt to b* faith- 


fill to his duty if be realises from 
tbe outset that his pet will be taken 
from him at any sign of neglect. If. 
OD tbe other band, he sees that his 
parents are so callous as to let tha 
creature die for b* sa' t of teach- 
ing him a lesson, he Is more likely 
than not to develop Indifference to 
animals.
